HORTONVILLE - 
The 


need for quality standards 
with which to challenge pork 
producers in part prompted 
creation of the Northeastern 
Wisconsin Swine Testing Sta- 
tion on the George Cuff farm 
eight years ago. 


Today, the future of the 


station lies in an uncharted 
future with the reorganization 
of the state's pork producers 
into what may be a coming 


organization if producers re- 
spond to it. 


In the eight years since the 


testing station and affiliated 
association began the merit of 
the work has begun to show in 
improved hog carcasses and 
quality animals.

cialize and turn away from 
the dairy end of the enterprise 
and more toward hogs. 


2M Acre Farm 


He has been on the present 


200-acre farm for the past 18 
years, the last nine of which 
have been devoted exclusively 
to hogs and com. With the 
help of Albert Bruns, a pure- 
bred swine breeder near Hor- 
tonville, 
he converted 
the 


dairy barn to fit the swine 
enterprise. 


The station was the second 


of four organized in the state 
by the University of Wisconsin 
at Madison. 


Producers from the 13 coun- 


ties served by the test station 
have- kept pens of hogs there 
for testing purposes. Most of 
the 48 pens have been filled 
with hogs from producers in 
Outaeamie and Calumet coun- 
ties. Between spring and fall 
test periods Cuff keeps the 
pens filled with his hogs and 
as the test season approaches 
shifts them to his father's 
farm. 


Producers pay $45 per pen 


to place two pigs from the 
same litter in the test pro- 
gram. In the past they paid a 
$10 lifetime membership fee 
to belong to the 
affiliated 


association but may be chang- 
ed under the new organiza- 
tion. 


New Umbrella 


The new umbrella of the 


northeastern pork producers 
now encompasses the test 
station as one of its divisions. 
The effect is to open the 
station to a wider number of 
producers. For years it was 
consider the private domain 
of the purebred swine pro- 
ducers even though the by- 
laws made no such restric- 
tion. 


Cuff feels the results from 


the test station tend to prove 
that meat type hogs can be 
raised m o r e economically 
than the lard type which were 
popular for years. 


There is considerable poten- 


tial for them in the northeast- 
ern region, he contends, but 
past attitudes will have to be 


adjusted to the times. To 
produce market hogs econom- 
ically . takes a considerable 
short term investment both in 
animal stock and feed. Both 
the local financial institutions 
and feed industry must recog- 
nize the situation and make 
the needed adjustments. 


Greater familiarity w i t h 


breed traits and better man- 
agement e f f o r t s also are 
needed to meet future de- 
mands of the consumer for 
good pork cuts, Cuff said. 


There is a necessity for 


consistency in breed lines 
through the boar and gilt lines 
if hogs are to produce more 
money, Cuff believes. 


The nickles for profit check- 


off program being advanced 
through the state and regional 
pork producer organizations 
can be a self-help program for 
the industry. "Producers need 
only to contribute to cash in on 
the program. We need a 
checkoff at the stockyards and 
if we want to get that money 
back for local programs we 
must join the organization," 
he advised. 


Farmers do not need an 


elaborate setup for hogs, he 
explained, but must have the 
financing tied to a sound 
management 
program. 
Re- 


payment should be adjusted to 
the sale time for hogs, he 
believes. 


"Hogs have always been 


considered like working capi- 
tal or mortgage lifters by 
producers but other segments 
also must recognize it," he 
said.

rently hurting the industry indi-

Your Money's Worth 
Tax on Improvements 
Killing New York City 


BV SYLVIA PORTER 


9-: Why has virtually all new 


private construction come to an 
abrupt halt in New York CKy — 
with the exception of never- 
mind-the-cost office buildings 
renting at $8-$l2 a sq. ft., or 
luxury apartments selling at 
$10,000 a room? 


A.: Because New York City's 


tax of 4 per cent a year on 
property improvements actually 
prevent the improvements. 


Q.: Why is new private con- 


struction in Boston on the rise 
again after a long interval of 
devastating stagnation? 


A.: Because Boston changed 


its tax of 6 per cent a year on 
improvements so that improve- 
ments can now be taxed only 
half as heavily as existing 
buildings. 


The property tax accounts for 


a whopping 87 per cent of all 
the revenues of our local gov- 
ernments but "as most cities 
apply it, this tax well may be 
the very worst of all taxes," an 
extraordinarily eminent cross- 
section of experts agreed at a 
recent two-day seminar spon- 


sored by Time, Inc., and the 
National League of Cities. The 
54-page statement, to be re- 
leased this coming Sunday, went 
on with this in indictment: 


Profitable to Misuse 


"It is a weird combination of 


overtaxation and undertaxation,

an incentive tax for what we 
don't want and a disincentive 
tax for what we do want. It 
harnesses the profit motive 
backwards instead of forward to 
both urban renewal and urban 
development. Too often, it 
makes it more profitable to 
misuse and under use land than 
to use it wisely and fully, more 
profitable to let buildings decay 


than to improve them or re- 
place them." 


These are harsh words indeed, 


particularly so in view of the 
fact that they represent 
a 


consensus of 34 authorities from 
all levels of government, 
business, finance, the universi- 
ties and the foundations. Specif- 
ically, the round table estimates 
that our cities tax improve- 
ments more heavily than the 
combined local, state and feder- 
al taxes on any product of U.S. 
industry except hard liquor, 
cigarets and perhaps gasoline. 


A 3 per cent-a-year tax on 


improvements sounds small 
only because it is expressed as 
a percentage of capital. The 
following will suggest the enor- 
mity of it, though. 


What Tax Means 


In terms of the income tax, a 


I per cent-of-true-value tax on 
mprcvements is apt to tax 
away 75 per cent of the net 
income a new building would 
otherwise earn. 


In terms of the sales tax, this 
per cent-a-year tax is the 


nstallment plan equivalent of a 
52 per cent sales tax. 


In terms of consumer taxes, 


this 3 per cent-a-year will add 
more than 25 per cent to the 
rent a tenant must pay or more 
than 25 per cent to the carrying 
costs an owner must meet. 


A prime proposal of the roi 


table was that unused, under- 
used and misused land be taxed 


private governments 


far more heavily while property 
improvements be taxed much 
less heavily. This, the experts 
agreed, would: 


— Help pay the cost of local 


while 
offsetting 


the cost of untaxing improve- 
ments; 


— Slow down the pace of land 


price inflation, with all this 
implies to present and future 
buyers of homes; 


— Help force owners of 


underused and misused land — 
most specifically, slums — to 
put it to far better use; 


— Let cities expand in an 


orderly manner instead of disin- 
tegrating in suburban sprawl 
and premature subivision. 


An illustration of what might 


be the result is the city of 
Southfield which almost over- 
night became the boomingest 
city in Michigan after it boosted 
its tax on land and slashed its 
tax on improvements. It has 
since then recorded more new 
office building construction than 
30-times-as-big nearby Detroit. 
Meanwhile, land acreage which 
was assessed at $2,400 in 1961 
has zoomed to $100,000. 


This is hardly the only solu- 


tion, but it well may be the 
most crucial — for there is no 
disputing that one of the funda-

The aperture through 
which the esophagus, or gullet, 
passes the diaphragm to reach 
the stomach can become some- 
what enlarged. This is a hiatal 
hernia, and the upper part of 
the stomach can cause pain as 
it is forced up into or a little 
way through this enlarged gap. 


Another type is the umbilical 


hernia, a weak place in the 
abdominal wall at the navel or 
"belly button." This occurs with 
some frequency in babies, but is 
the one type of hernia which 
quite often cures itself. Some- 


times surgery is needed, how- 
ever.

Health Planning Idea to be Studied 


State proposals to form a 


comprehensive health planning 
committee in Outagamie County 
or on a regional basis involving 
the county will be studied by 
the county board's health, edu- 
cation and institutions commit- 
tee. 


The proposals were made 


Thursday by representati v e s 
from the state's Division of 
Health, Dcpaitment of Health 
and Welfare. 


The state is seeking to have 


counties or regions voluntarily 
set up such planning commit- 
tees to determine health needs 
in the counties and to attempt 
to eliminate fragmentation of 
health services. 


Gerald Halverson, Division of 


Health representative, said the 
purpose of the federal law on 
comprehensive health planning 
was 
to "insure access 
for 


everyone to good medical care." 


He termed the plan a "re- 


verse of past practices." He 
said in the past the state has 
usually told the local commun- 
ity what it needed. This ptan, he 
added, has the community tell- 
ing the state what is needed. 


Funding of a local resource 


committee on health planning is 
done on a shared cost basis with 
50 per cent federal aid. 


Dr. Thomas Loescher, med- 


ical director for the county hos- 
pital, questioned the availability 
of federal funds at this time. 
He said he favors the concept 
of health planning but is leery of 
where funds would come from. 


Supv. R u s s e l l DeLaHunt, 


Kaukauna, committee chair- 
man, also expressed doubt over 
the voluntary association 
of 


several counties in forming such 
a planning committee as would 


probably be necessary for this 
area. 


He said past experience has 


indicated the problems involved 
with multi-county associations. 
"The counties are not geared 
for this," DeLaHunt said. 


Richard Siesen, also with the 


Division of Health, said multi- 
county associations would be 
voluntary. He added that they 
hope such associations would be 
voluntary, but agreed that if 
this does not come about, the 
state probably will designate 
planning areas at some time in 
the future. 


At present only two compre- 


hensive health planning groups 
are in existence in the state. 
Dane County operates one and 
the other involves Milwaukee, 
Waukesha, Ozaukee and Wash- 
ington counties. 


The Milwaukee County group 


operates on a $100,000 budget, 
Halverson said, with $50,000 in 
federal funds. The local com- 
munity's share was provided by 
industry. The Dane County 
committee has a budget of 
$27,000 with half provided from 
federal funds. 


The initial planning grants 


usually involve a two-year pe- 
riod, he added. 


Halverson said the planning 


committtees do not become 
involved in the providing of 
services, but only in assessing 
needs and helping establish 
priorities. 


The planning committee has 


no set size but its composition 
must include a majority of 
"consumers," Halverson noted. 
He defined a consumer as 
someone not professionally in- 
volved in any aspect of health 
services.

the luxurious standards of 
physical construction in local 
schools and the educational 
welfare of the child? 


HOW ABO*UT CALENDAR? 


Does a school calendar that

These and a hundred other

Strictly Personal 
Protest Is Irritating 
But It Brings Results

It's strange that so many 


people are concerned about 
"militance" who aren't at all 
concerned about the conditions 
that give rise to militance. Let 
me start with an example of 
the most elementary kind. 


From time to time, we see 


pictures in the paper of a 
group of mothers barracading 
a city street while their chil- 
dren are crossing on their way 
home from school. 


In most cases, these moth- 


ers have protested for a year 
or more that the city should 
install a traffic light at a 
dangerous intersection. They 
write letters, visit the mayor, 
petition the city council — and 
nothing is done. 


So they decide that direct 


action must be taken, and they 
mount the barricades, blocking 
all traffic during school-travel 
periods, and promising to con- 
tinue until their children's 
safety has been assured. 


What happens, in almost 


every case? The next morning, 
or shortly afterwards a traffic 
signal miraculously is installed 
at the corner. The authorities 
have decided they cant' afford 
this kind of publicity, and they 
move with a celerity that 
n e v e r c ould 
have 
been 


achieved by gentler private 
means. 


Now, most of us are sympa- 


thetic to such mothers, who 
are protecting the lives of 
their young ones, while we 
may not be sympathetic to 
college militants, or to Mack 
militants, or to draft militant*. 


But the idea behind it all is 


exactly the same. The mothers 


are "taking the law into their 
own hands" by setting up a 
traffic barrier, and we scarce- 
ly blame them for it.

This is what the fusses are 


all about, in the colleges and 
elsewhere. To show that insti- 
tutions get hardening of the 
arteries, that they will not and 
do not listen to reasonable 
arguments, that only a show 
of force makes them sit up 
and take notice. 


This is a tragic situation — 


but the tragedy lies not in the 
militancy, rather it lies in the 
need for militancy. The mili- 
tancy is only a sympton, and 
most of us deplore the symp- 
ton while ignoring the disease 
that it symbolizes. When you 
get nowhere with niceness, you 
feel you have nothing to lose 
by nastiness; and our job is to 
create a aociai order in which 
niceness can get the Mine 
results as fast. 


Chinese Embassy 
In Moscow Target 
Of Soviet Students 


MOSCOW (AP) - After four 


days of massive demonstrations 
in Peking against the Soviet Un- 
ion, thousands of Russian stu- 
dents and workers marched to- 
day on the Chinese Embassy in 
Moscow. 


The crowd here was consider- 


ably less than those reported in 
Peking. 


Five sound trucks mounted 


with loudspeakers were parked 
in front of the embassy to lead 
the demonstrators in chanting 
"Shame on the clique of Mao 
Tse-tung." 


As the demonstration began, 


about 2,000 persons blocked 
streets leading to the embassy, 
and about 400 busloads of dem- 
onstrators were reported mov- 
ing toward the embassy. 


There 
was 
no 
violence 


immediately, although one bot- 
tle of purple ink was hurled 
against the embassy's stone 
fence. 


Twenty military trucks that 


had carried militiamen to the 
scene were parked on a side 
street. 


Border Clash 


The demonstration was the 


first here in reaction to the 
clash 
between 
Soviet 
and 


Chinese troops on the Far East- 
ern border between the two 
countries last Sunday. An un- 
specified number of soldiers on 
both sides was killed. 


The demonstrations in Peking 


and other Chinese cities have 
been reported only briefly in the 
Soviet press. Chinese broad- 
casts reported that 16 million 
Chinese participated. 


Broadcasts from Peking made 


no mention of any demonstra- 
tions in China today. Instead

organized, marching past the

and shouting such 


things as "Down with Mao" and 
"Shame! Shame! Shame!" 


Some of the Russians hurled 


rocks and ink bottles at the 
main embassy building, smash- 
ing a few windows and splatter- 
ing the building with red and 
blue splotches. 


One Chinese diplomat stood 


on a third-floor balcony at the 
beginning, calmly smoking a 
cigarette and snapping pictures 
of the crowd, but he ducked in- 
side when the ink bottles started 
flying.

The Labor Party's central 


committee voted 287-45 to en- 
dorse the Jewish nation's lead- 
ing woman politician as the suc- 
cessor to Prime Minister Levi 
Eshkol, who died Feb. 26 of a 
heart attack. The opposition 
came mainly from backers of 
Defense Minister Moshe Dayan, 
whose elevation to the prime 
ministry after the election is op- 
posed by Mrs. Meir. 


Mrs. 
Meir 
favors Deputy 


Prime Minister Yigal Allon over 
Dayan. But political observers 
say she will need the popular 
Dayan to continue as defense 
minister to keep up public mo- 
rale. 


Willing to Serve 


The one-eyed defense minister 


said earlier this week he would 
be willing to serve under Mrs. 
Meier if she were chosen by the 
party committee. 


Now 70, the former Milwau- 


kee schoolteacher will be Is- 
rael's fourth prime minister and 
probably its last government 
chief from the generation of im- 
migrants who founded the Jew- 
ish nation. After her, the leader 
ship is expected to pass onto the 
native-born Sabras, like Allon 
and Dayan. 


Mrs. Meir smoked incessantly 


as she sat in the third row, 
wearing a navy blue dress. Day- 
an sat unnoticed well back in 
the hall and left when the meet- 
ing was half over. A spokesman 
for him, Shimon Peres, told the 
delegates that the Dayan faction 
would accept Mrs. Meir and 
added "we are saving our deci- 
sion" on whether the defense 
minister would bid for the top 
post in November. 


Although Labor Party leaders 


had asked her last week if she 
would accept the post, Mrs. 
Meir withheld her decision until 
the central committee voting. 
Privately she expressed 
fear 


that the strain of leadership 
might prove too much for her 
health. 


Pinhas Sapir, secretary-gen- 


eral of the party, told the party 
caucus today that "Golda is 
suited for a public mission. She 
has the ability to lead and the 
authority in the country and the 
labor movement. And she is ac- 
cepted by almost everybody." 


Amid the political activity, 


the war between the govern- 
ment and Arab terrorists contin- 
ued.
